Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Hawarden  Rural  District  for  the  year  I96O, 

The  Registrar  General's  estimated  population  for  mid-year  I96O  is  36,020 
an  increase  of  500  from  the  estimated  population  of  35?520  in  mid-year  1959* 

The  Birth  rate,  death  rate  and  case  rates  for  certain  infectious  diseases 
are  Based  on  this  population  figure  of  36,020  whilst  Both  Birth  and  death  rates 
are  corrected  By  applying  a comparability  factor  of  1.02  in  the  case  of  Births 
and  1,26  in  the  case  of  deaths. 

The  totaJ  nuraber  of  live  Births  in  196O  v;as  643,  this  Being  52  more  than 
in  1959?  when  total  live  Births  momBered  591 » The  Birth  rate  for  the  year  is 
17.1  per  1,000  of  the  home  population  as  compared  v;ith  a Birth  rate  of  16.9. 
in  1959  and  a rate  of  17«1  (estimated)  for  England  and  Wales  in  I960, 

The  total  iiumBer  of  deaths  from  all  causes  during  the  year  was  363  as 
roinpared  with  304  in  1959?  an  increase  of  59*  The  death  rate  for  i960  is  11.5 
per  1,000  of  the  home  pofulation  as  compared  with  & rate  for  Engalnd  and  Wales 
of  11.5  and  a rate  of  10.9  for  the  District  in  1959* 

There  were  9 deaths  in  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year,  5 less  than  in 
1959*  The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  l6,6  per  1,000  live  Births  as  compared 
with  a rate  of  21,7  for  England  and  Wales  and  a rate  for  the  District  of  23.6 

in  1959. 

The  principle  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
(l7“21  inclusive  in  the  Table  - Causes  of  Death)  which  group  of  diseases  accounted 
for  201  of  the  363  deaths  v/hich  occured  during  the  year,  that  is  55^  of  all 
deaths.  Cancer  (all  forms)  accounted  for  56  of  the  363  deaths  which  is  15^  of 
the  total,  and  together  wdth  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
accoimted  for  257  or  70^  of  the  total  deaths.  Last  year  the  comparative  figures 
for  these  two  groups  of  diseases  v/ere  204  or  56^  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  of  the 
lung  and  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  15  deaths  as  compared  with  13  in  1959« 

Tuberculosis  was  the  cause  of  death  in  5 persons,  a rate  of  0.13  per  1,000 
of  the  population  as  compared  with  a rate  of  0,1  for  England  and  Vfeles, 

For  the  twelth  year  in  succession  there  were  no  deaths  from  Diphtheria 
nor  was  any  confirmed  case  notified,  a remarkable  tribute  to  the  success  of 
Diphtheria  immuinisation,  which,  is  still  a 'rauet'  and  will  continue  to  Be  necess- 
ary in  all  infants. 

As  regards  infectious  diseases,  scarlet  fever  cases  notified  were  5 in  1960, 
compared  with  10  cases  in  1959,  whilst  no  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was 
notified.  Measles, 289  cases  showed  as  compared  with  IO7  last  year,  Pnuemonia 
9 cases  and  16  deaths.  Whooping  Cough  showed  a fall  since  1959  from  46  to  17* 
Tuberculosis,  40  cases  notified  was  6 more  than  last  year. 

Housing  continued  to  occupy  the  active  interest  of  your  Health  Department, 
and  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  their  work  of  inspections  and 
enq.uiries  into  the  environmental  circumstances  of  housing  applicants. 

To  conclude.  Gentlemen,  I, thank  the  Chariman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  and  help  during  the  year.  Your  Clerk,  Mr.F.N.V 
Meredith  v/as  always  helpful,  your  Surveyor,  Mr,  G.I.Reidford  has  co-operated 
in  every  way  and  your  Public  Health  Inspectors,  Mr. M.E. Thomas  and  Mr.D.R. George 
gave  loyal  support,  and  I wish  to  thank  them  and  all  your  Officials  for  their 
continued  assistance  during  the  year,

The  Milk  (special  Pesigiiaticn)  Regulations  19^0» 

The  above  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  October,  1st  19^0, 

The  responsibility  for  the  granting  of  Dealers  Licences  now  rests  with 
the  County  Council,  and  is  the  Pood  and  Drug  Authority,  and  the  samples 
of  designated  milk  are  no  longer  carried  out  by  the  District  Authority. 

Apart;  from  the  Registration  of  Distributors  by  the  Local  Authorities, 
all  milk  and  dairy  legisla,tion  is  no?/  administered  by  the  Ministry  of 
/igriiou.iture,  Fi.cheries  and  Pood,  and  by  the  Pood  & Drug  Authoritiss. 

» Ice_  Cream. 

There  are  61  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Pood  & Drugs 
Act,  1955?  all  of  these  accept  one  are  for  the  purpose  of  selling  'Pre  Packed* 
ice  cream,  only  one  of  the  registered  premises  is  concerned  with  the 
manufacturing  of  Ice  cream.

The  method  adopted  included  the  stripping  off  of  all  wall-paper^  removal 
of  skirting  boards  and  picture  rails,  and  periodical  spraying  with  ”'3aldercide‘

During  the  year  no  demands  v;ere  made  for  the  cleansing  of  and  disinfestation 
of  verminous  persons. 


In  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Pever  and  Death  resulting  from  Tuberculosis  was 
v/ell  as  in  all  cases  where  it  is  considered  advisable,  the  Houses  of  the 
patients  are  thoroughly  disinfected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Paoilities  are  available  at  the  ' Isolation  Hospital  for  the  steam  dis- 
infestation of  bedding,  but  this  hospital  is  now  under  the  control  of  the 
North  Wales  Hospital  Board  with  whom  co-operation  is  maintained.
